YES diſadvantage of the Scholars themElves as well as the diſhonour of the Univerſity, it

accompted towards the accompliſhment of that required neceſlary for his Firſt Degree : and there- 


fore the Form of the Grace for that Purpoſe ſhall be in the Antienc Stile, Supfplicat Reverentits veſtris

Statuti ) per majcrem partem cujuſlibet Termini, una cum, &c, But if the Diſcontinuance of ſuch Perſons 

ſhall be occaſioned by the Plague's being at CimBR1DpGE, or by the Sickneſs of Himſelf or any 

other jneceffty, ur ILawfull-Caule, then every Perſon fo Abſenr ſhall inſert in his Grace exhibited to 

the Univerſity for his Degree, the Time and Cauſe of his Abſence, and ſo commit the ſame to the

"==" approved of to be Preſented to the Vice-Chancellor and the Univerſity in order to Admiſſion to 

their Firſt Degree, before the firſt Congregation that ſhall be after the ſaid Approbation : It was, 

on the day and year above mentioned, Reſolved and Decreed by M* Vice-CHanceLLoR 

and the Heaps of Colleges before ſpecified, that ſuch a Catalogue under the Hands and Seals of 

the Maſters of the ſeveral Co_ or in their Abſence, under the Hands and Seals of their Preſi- 

dents, Deputies or Vicegerents, {hall for the future be duly preſented to the Vice-Chancellor for the 

time being, at the time appointed ; in which Lift ſo preſented, the ſaid Maſters, or, in their abſence, 

their Preſidents, Deputies or Vicegerents, ſhall fionift and atteſt, that the Perſons, whole Names 

are therein conteined, have all continued in the Univerſity according to the tenour and meaning of 

this Interpretation and Decree, as appears to them, after a diligent and faithfull Examination made 

by themſelves, or their order, of the Tables, Books of Commons, or Stewards Books, or ſuch other 
Regiſters, which in their reſpe&ive Colleges can give true Teſtimony in that Matter, 

PROVIDED, that nothing in this Decree conteined ſhall be Interpreted to extend to any 


diſcontinuance already paſt; and therefore thele Words now ordered to be Reſtored.to the Grace 
per majorem pFtem cujuſlibet Termini are to be underſtood onely of ſo many Tema Supplicates 
for his Degree hath ſpent ſince the day of .the date of this Decree, " P..
